Better Protection Against Fire. 


A representative of the Underwriters’ 
Association of the Middle Department, 
writes to the ADVERTISER as follows: 

Salisbury, Md., Oct., 23d, 1895. 

To thé Editors of the Saumsury AD- 
vertiser, Dear Sir:—The old saw, that 
“an ounce of prevention is better that a 
pound of cure”.would seem to apply 
very pertinently to the loss by fire 
which occurred at the residence of Mr, 
Cannon this noon, which fortunately 
proved to be small, owing to the excel- 
lent werk of the town fire company and 
the fact that it occurred in broad day 
light. Had the fire company been less 
efficient, or had the blaze occurred at 
night, the afisir might have proved 
much more serious 

As far as could be learned by inquiry 
and personal investigation, the fire 
started from eitber a defective construc- 
tion of the lower part of the chim- 
ney, or from the’kitchen range igniting 
surrounding woodwork. Suppose it was 
caused by thejstove, which seems more 
probable- The point I desireto call at- 
tention to is,that the floor and wall 
(which was wainscoted) back of the 
stove, were cotered with zinc sheeting 
and that the sfove was six inches away 
fromthe wall. 

It is apparet that Mr. Cannon en- 
deavored to hve this stove safely ar- 

pged. Our experience, however, bas 
proyéd that such protection to wood- 
work.\is ors, and that in all cases 
where stoves are so close to adjacent 
wood work that it needs to be protected 
it should first be foyered with asbestos 
sheeting and theg havesa -metal cover- 
ing on top of tha The practical side of 
this suggestion will doubtless be appar- 
ent to all, and if you would call public 
attention to this through your valuable 
paper it would undoubtedly be the means 
of saving property and possibly life. . 

I would say further in this connection 
that another frequent source of fires ig 
the habit of keeping ashes in wooden re- 
ceptacies in the cellar. “Defective flues” 
that is, chimneys built too thin, or of 
poor materiale, or with floor joists run- 
ning intothem even part of the way, 
are also sources of dapger that no care- 
ful property owner or tenant should 
overlook. Hoping thit you mayasee fit 
to publish an abstract of this, Iam,

The estimated commercial crop is one 
of the largest in recent years at spproxi- 
mately 66,000,000 barrels, against the 
government census returns in 1889 of 57, 
000,000 barrels, which was probably too 
low, as it did not include farm consump- 
tion, cider stock, & The figures first 
named show an increase of 8,600.000 bar- 
rels, or sixteen per cent, over latest esti 
mates covering the 1894 yield in the sur- 
plus States, which eventually turned out 
materially greater than at one time | 
seemed possible. When prices are away 
up, as they were last year, a lot-of fruit i 
not usually includad in the commercial 
ctop finda its way into the market. ~

WHY THE RIVER AT TRINIDAD BEARS 
« THREE NAMES. 


A Queer Kink In Nomencisture Explained 
by a Rocky Mountain Editor—The Ro- 
mance of the Lost Mexican Soldiers Who 
Were Bound For St. Angustine. 


“Some queer kinks in nomenclature 
are discoverable. in this country of

George Canning, British foreign’ = 
tary of state, suggested that the 


: States government should take decided 


ground against interference by the ‘‘holy 
alliance” in’ Mexico and Sonth Amer- 
ica, where the Spanish colonies had es- 
tablished thelr independence 

The ‘holy alliance" was a union of 
Austria, France, Prussia and Russia for 
the melutenance of the European mon- 
archies. It was formed soon after the 
Napoleonic wars and was renewed and 
strengthened in- 1620, when uprisings 
ooburred in several countries of Europe. 
Great Britain had been asked to join the 
combinstion, and some steps had been 
taken in that direction under Lord Cas- 
tlereagh. On his death by snicide Can- 
ning became foreign minister, and un- 
der his guidance Great Britain held 
alouf from the continental alliance. 

The United States had recognized the 
independence of Mexico and the other 
revolted Spanish colonies, and Canning 
was inclined to pursue the same course. 
In 1828 he suggested to Richard Rush, 
United States minister at London, that 
this government ehould express in a 
forcible manner its opposition to inter- 
vention by the European powers in be- 
half of Spain against its colonies which 
had rejected allegiance. 

This suggestiqn was conveyed to Pres- 
ident Monroe through John Quincy 
Adams, the American secretary of state. 
President Monroe submitted the propo- 
sition of Canning to Jefferson and Mad- 
ison for their opinion on the subject. 
Jefferson's answer was prompt and de- 
cisive in favor of such a declaration as 
Canning had suggested. He said it was 
the most momentous question submitted 
for his opinion since the Declaration af 
Independence. Madison approved of 
Jefferson’s opinion aud equally appre- 
ciated the im ce of the question. 

Under these circumstances President 
Monroe, in his annual message Dec. 3, 
1828, expressed the doctrine that, bas 
since borne his name. ‘There had 
some correspondence with Russia and 
Great Britain in regard to boundary 
treaties, which the president described, 

adding: ‘ 

‘In the discussions to which this in- 
terest has given rise, and in the ar- 
rangements hy-which they may termi- 
nate, the occasion has been judged prop- 


| er for asserting as a principle in which 


| the rights and interests of the United 
States are involved that the American 


| continents, by the-free and independent

In the same message, referring to the 
insurrections in Europe, President Mon- 
roe said that the United States would 
always be anxious and interested spec- 
tators of events, but declared:
